Michelle  Douglass  felt  like  a  celebrity  when  she  went  to  Chong  Qing;  China,  the  largest  city  in 
the  world.  She  also  felt  a  little  self-conscience  when  the  blunt  culture  would  greet  her  with  com- 
ments like,  "Michelle,  you  are  looking  fat  today."  For  an  entire  year  Michelle  lived  on  campus  at 
Chong  Qing  University  and  evangelized  to  college  students  along  with  the  team  from  her  mis- 
sions organization.

Grey  Hoffman  began  rock  climbing  when  she  asked  to  tag  along  with  one  of  her  friends 
who  was  into  the  sport.    Now,  two  years  later,  her  friend  is  her  boyfriend  and  rock  climb- 
ing is  one  of  her  favorite  hobbies. 

According  to  Grey  there  are  four  different  kinds  of  rock  climbing.   The  first  is  bouldering, 
which  involves  climbing  large  stones  that  are  not  that  high.   While  bouldering  does  not 
require  ropes,  it  does  call  for  a  "crash  pad"  in  case  of  a  fall.    Grey's  pick  for  a  good  boul- 
dering spot  close  to  Cleveland  is  Rock  Town. 

The  next  type  of  rock  climbing  is  sport  climbing.   To  sport  climb,  one  must  visit  a  venue 
where  anchors  have  been  bolted  into  the  rocks  of  climbing  surface.   Nearby  Foster  Falls 

has  sport  climbing  and  is  Grey's  favorite 
place  to  climb  near  Cleveland. 
Top  rope  is  the  third  type  of  rock  climb- 
ing and  Greys's  favorite  because  "it  is 
more  fun  to  have  a  destination."   Top 
Rope  climbing  has  an  anchor  set  at  the 
top  of  the  climbing  surface  where  the 
climbers  hook  their  ropes  to  before  begin- 
ning. 

The  last  and  hardest  type  of  climbing  is 
known  as  "trad"  to  rock  climbers  and 
traditional  to  everyone  else.   This  is  the 
kind  of  climbing  where  the  climber  actu- 
ally places  their  anchors  into  the  rocks 
as  they  climb  up.    Only  the  most-skilled 
rock  climbers  attempt  to  climb  trad. 
The  element  of  rock  climbing  that  Grey 
most  enjoys  is  "just  being  out  in  nature. 
I  think  it  brings  you  closer  to  God."

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The  following  is  an  excerpt  of  an  article  by  Cameron  Fisher  commemorating  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  Ellis  Hall  fire  on  November  4, 
1993.  Miraculously,  everyone  survived  the  blaze  that  obliterated  the  entire  dormitory.  This  segment  has  been  reprinted  with  permissions 
from  The  Torch. 


Nothing  affects  the  ebb  and  flow  of  a  college  campus  like  the  death  of  a  student  -  or  students.  Like  all  college 
campuses,  through  the  years  Lee  students  have  been  involved  in  deadly  accidents,  sudden  deaths  from  illnesses,  or 
deaths  though  military  conflict.  The  entire  campus  becomes  involved  in  the  mourning  process  and  rallies  around 
friends  and  family  of  the  lost  loved  ones.  Across  campus  there  are  various  memorials  and  even  scholarship  funds  to 
individuals  whose  lives  ended  while  they  were  Lee  students. 

The  Ellis  Hall  fire  is  not  remembered  for  mournings  or  memorials,  but  for  the  way  God  delivered  all  76  residents 
of  the  fateful  dorm.  This  was  no  small  fire.  This  was  an  inferno  of  such  magnitude  and  velocity  that  "if  not  for  the 
miraculous  grace  of  God  would  have  left  us  with  body  bags  all  the  way  to  the  street,"  Lee's  president,  Dr.  Paul  Conn 
stated  in  the  days  following  the  fire.   Conn's  words  were  not  over  dramatized.   Not  a  person  on  the  campus  in  the 
hours  following  the  fire  could  disagree  with  the  assessment.  The  touch  and  guidance  of  God's  hand  upon  every 
resident's  life  that  morning  was  irrefutable. 

In  trials  that  followed,  the  full  story  of  the  Ellis  Hall  fire  was  revealed.  It  began  on  October  7,  1993  with  a  drive-by 
shooting  involving  local  youth  Keith  Sherlin,  19,  and  an  accomplice.  No  one  was  injured,  but  eyewitnesses  on  the  Lee 
campus  reported  the  license  tag  to  local  authorities.  Sherlin  was  arrested  and  charged  with  reckless  endangerment. 
According  to  trial  testimony,  Sherlin  plotted  with  three  others  to  torch  Ellis  Hall  as  revenge  for  his  arrest.  At 
approximately  2:15  on  the  morning  of  November  4,  Sherlin  and  cohorts  Charles  Jacks,  Tracy  Teague  and  Billie  Joe 
Rodgers,  drove  to  the  Lee  campus  where  Sherlin  and  Jacks  snuck  into  the  prayer  room  on  the  first  floor  of  Ellis  Hall. 
In  court,  Jacks  admitted  to  pouring  a  gallon  of  gasoline  on  the  floor  of  the  room  and  Sherlin  struck  the  match.  Teague 
acted  as  the  lookout. 

"It  was  Keith  Sherlin's  idea,"  said  Jacks,  who  received  a  reduced  sentence  for  cooperating  with  authorities.  "He  wanted 
revenge  on  somebody."  All  four  were  eventually  convicted,  with  Sherlin  now  in  his  ninth  year  of  a  19-year  federal 
sentence. 

The  Ellis  Hall  prayer  room  was  located  at  the  bottom  of  a  set  of  stairs  leading  to  the  second  floor.  In  the  few  seconds 
it  took  for  the  blaze  to  gather  momentum,  it  raced  up  the  wooden  stairs  and  roared  down  the  hallway  with  the  sound

"I  have  never  seen  a  fire  consume  something  so  fast,"  said  Steven  Underwood.    "It  was  like  the  fire  had  feet.  It  was 
actually  going  from  room  to  room." 

While  everyone  in  the  dormitory  was  in  danger  of  the  inferno,  residents  of  the  upper  floor  virtually  had  no  safe  way 
out  except  through  their  windows.  "They  were  diving  out  of  second  story  windows,  head  first,"  stated  Brian  Busby 
who  was  one  of  the  first  to  spot  the  fire  in  the  prayer  room.  Busby  and  his  friend  Richard  Michaux  were  outside  Ellis 
Hall  and  did  what  they  could  to  scream  for  everyone  to  get  out.  Michaux  took  the  initiative  to  kick  in  the  door  of 
the  nearby  campus  health  clinic  where,  "within  seconds  they  were  dragging  guys  in,"  Michaux  said. 

Stephen  Ruch  was  coming  from  the  bathroom  when  he  spotted  the  "bright  orange  flames"  near  his  room.  He  pulled 
the  fire  alarm,  raced  up  and  down  the  halls  kicking  on  doors  to  alert  as  many  as  possible.  Another  student  screamed 
on  the  lobby  intercom:  "There's  a  fire;  this  is  no  joke!!"  The  frantic  announcement  awoke  some  residents  who, 
unaware  that  there  truly  was  a  fire,  opened  their  doors  to  raging  flames. 

Of  the  eighteen  injuries  that  required  treatment,  four  required  extensive  hospital  stays.  Jeremy  Burchfield  recalls 
opening  his  door  to  a  wall  of  fire  that  engulfed  his  room.  Instinctively  covering  his  face,  it  was  not  badly  burned,  but 
the  heat  severely  scarred  his  hands  and  arms.  He  then  turned  from  the  flames  causing  the  skin  on  his  back  to  nearly 
melt  from  his  body. 

Thinking  the  nearby  fire 
escape  was  his  best  option,  Steven  headed  that  way  to  attempt  the  logical  way  out.  "Before  I  turned  the  corner,  I  saw 
the  smoke,  but  no  flames,"  Stark  recalled.  "When  I  headed  for  the  fire  escape  that's  when  the  flames  lunged  for  me." 
Like  Burchfield,  Stark  covered  his  face  and  suffered  severe  hand  burns  and  on  some  portions  of  his  face.  He  Hldf  the 
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hallway,  bumping  his  head  on  the  water  fountain.  "I  honestly  didn't  think  I  would  make  it  out,^ 

that  if  I  was  going  to  die,  please  let  it  be  from  smoke  inhalation  so  I  won't  feel  the  bur 

of  energy,'  Stark  was  able  to  crawl  down  the  hall  to  the  opposite  end  of  thejj 

above  and  beside  him.

President  Conn  was  committed  to  seeing  that  ever 
Expediters,'  members  of  the  Lee  faculty  and  staff 
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to  be  the  advocate  for  getting  life  back  to  normal,  tending  to  each  resident's  unique  set  of  needs,  which  included 
counseling  for  those  who  chose  to  participate. 

"My  personal  commitment  is  to  see  that  those  who  lost  everything  in  that  dorm  will  be  restored  as  close  as  possible 
to  where  they  were  before,"  Conn  stated.  "If  there  was  a  student  who  lost  a  guitar  in  that  fire,  we're  going  to  do  our 
best  to  replace  that  guitar.  The  same  goes  for  any  other  item."  Conn  emphasized  his  commitment  with  checks  for 
each  resident  by  the  next  morning  to  replace  cash  lost  in  the  fire.  "I  (will)  meet  with  these  students  personally  until 
we  have  walked  through  this  valley  together." 

Eager  to  stay  a  cohesive  unit  rather  than  spread  out  across  campus,  for  the  remainder  of  the  fall 
semester  and  the  entire  spring  1994  semester,   the  Ellis  men  and  Resident  Directors  Earlyn 
and  Joan  Baillou  lived  several  miles  from  campus  in  a  modern  dormitory  on 
the  campus  of  the  former  Tomlinson  College.  Lee  University 
offered  shuttle  service  for  those  without  cars  and  the 
arrangement  bonded  the  group  even  further. 

When  the  men  arrived  back  on  campus  in  the  fall  of  '94, 
a  new  three-story  residence  hall  was  waiting  for  them. 
Built  with  funds  from  a  nationwide  fund-raising  effort,  the 
annual  alumni  fund  and  an  insurance  settlement,  the  new 
dorm  was  built  with  the  Ellis  residents  consultation,  down 
to  the  height  of  the  shower  heads.  On  September  23,  1994, 
the  new  Atkins-Ellis  Hall  was  dedicated  with  the  Ellis  Hall 
crew  as  guests  of  honor,  given  a  celebration  fit  for  heroes. 
The  eleven-month  ordeal  was  ceremoniously  climaxed  as 
students,  faculty  staff,  alumni  and  friends  gave  praise  and 
thanksgiving  for  a  tragedy  to  triumph  story  like  no  other. 

Life  at  Lee  has  long  returned  to  normal  in  the  decade  since 
the  fire.  Atkins-Ellis  Hall  is  now  an  established  part  of 
campus  and  the  76  residents  who  will  never  forget  that 
fateful  night  are  spread  across  the  nation  and  around  the 
world.  A  monument  placed  by  the  ladies  of  Delta  Zeta 
Tau  stands  as  a  reminder  of  almighty  God's  grace  and 
protection  on  the  night  of  November  4,  1993.

Lee  University  is  home  to  over  3,000  students  from  many 
different  countries  and  backgrounds,  with  more  than  half  of 
these  students  being  female   Over  the  past  year,  there  has 
been  a  long  overdue  wave  of  organizations  and  classes  specifi- 
cally targeting  women  and  women's  issues.  Although  some 
are  eager  to  label  this  trend  as  Lee's  feminist  movement,  these 
programs  are  not  just  a  passing  phase  -  they  are  here  to  stay. 

The  Women's  Center  is  one  of  the  programs  that  began  the 
fall  semester  of  2003,  but  had  been  in  the  works  for  quite  a 
while.  Some  of  Lee's  faculty  and  students  took  on  the  task 
of  opening  the  Women's  Center  with  a  special  purpose  in 
mind:  "The  Lee  University  Women's  Center  seeks  to  facilitate 
connections,  provide  resources,  explore  opportunities  and 
advocate  the  exploration  of  vocation  and  calling  for  women 
which  will  in  turn  improve  the  lives  of  our  students  and  the 
people  they  interact  with."     Allison  Van  Sickle,  a  student 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  for  this  organization,  views 
the  Women's  Center  as,  "reaching  out  to  the  girls  on  the 
campus."  The  Women's  Center  sponsored  monthly  events 
throughout  its  first  year,  but  has  plans  to  increase  their  out- 
reach to  Lee's  female  population  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  Starlite  mentor  program  is  another  organization  that 
began  in  August  of  2003  and  was  designed  to  reach  out  to 
freshman  women.  Amy  Beth  Bullard  had  the  idea  for  the 
mentor  program  during  her  freshman  year  and,  with  the  help 
of  Dr.  Carolyn  Dirksen,  they  were  up  and  running  within  a 
matter  of  months.   The  Starlite  Program  is  designed  to  help 
freshman  girls  adjust  to  college  life  and  find  their  place  at 
Lee.   Mentors  were  hand-selected  from  a  group  of  upper-class 
applicants  living  in  Atkins-Ellis  and  matched  with  freshman 
girls  in  the  same  dorm.   Aside  from  the  mentor  portion  of 
Starlite,  the  organization  has  also  sponsored  events  on  cam- 
pus for  women,  like  the  Starlite  Experience  held  in  Novem- 
ber. 


Lee  also  offers  several  classes  that  look  at  various  issues  from 
a  woman's  perspective.   Dr  Searcy  co-teaches  one  of  these  classes  with  Dr.  Frazier  on  feminist  theology  and  philosophy.   Searcy 
teaches  the  theological  portion  of  the  class,  looking  at  theological  categories  from  a  woman's  perspective  and  uncovering  the  "ways 
Scripture  has  been  used  as  a  tool  of  oppression  against  women."    Searcy  considers  herself  a  "reconstructionist  feminist,"  believ- 
ing that  Scripture  is  and  should  be  liberating  for  women.   Dr.  Frazier  teaches  the  philosophy  portion  of  the  class,  discussing  the 
gender-based  family  structure,  the  feminist  approach  to  epistemology,  and  feminist  moral  and  political  philosophy.  The  class  itself  is 
comprised  of  nine  males  and  19  females,  who  have  responded  intellectually  and  respectfully  to  the  subject  matter. 

All  of  these  classes  and  programs  are  just  some  of  the  evidence  that  women  at  Lee  have  discovered  a  place  all  their  own  on  campus. 
According  to  Dr.  Carolyn  Dirksen,  Lee  women  are  more  confident  in  themselves,  their  academic  abilities,  and  their  leadership  skills 
than  ever  before.   With  the  help  of  supportive  faculty  and  support  within  the  student  body  itself,  Lee's  women  will  continue  to  find 
their  calling  and  serve  God  in  new  and  different  ways.

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"People  said  that  it  would  never  float,"  remarked  professor  Mike 
Hayes  in  reference  to  Alternative  Square  Chapel. 

This  newly  fabricated  chapel  service  was  initiated  by  Mike  Hayes 
and  its  doors  were  opened  on  December  3,  1997.  It  began  in  the  first 
Art  House  with  81  students  in  attendance,  but  the  original  facility  was 
shut  down  in  the  summer  of  2000  since  it  failed  to  meet  the  fire  codes 
for  an  assembly  hall.  That  didn't  stop  Alternative  Chapel,  though.  The 
House  adopted  this  chapel  service  and  it  continues  to  thrive  there  with 
a  weekly  attendance  average  of  149  student.  This  diverse  way  of  doing 
chapel  reflects  its  alternative  name.  "I  really  enjoy  the  regular  chapel 
services,  but  Alternative  Chapel  has  a  different  atmosphere  that  offers  a 
more  intimate  time  of  worship,"  remarked  freshman  Lauren  Williams. 
"The  speakers,  youth-led  devotions,  and  praise  and  worship  add  a 
unique  feel  to  chapel." 

The  point  of  Alternative  Square  Chapel  is  to  encourage  and  challenge 
students  in  their  relationship  with  Christ  in  a  relevant  way.  The  more- 
relaxed  atmosphere  allows  younger  speakers  to  inspire  the  service.  In 
the  past,  they  have  had  faculty,  Resident  Directors,  Lee  employees, 
missionaries,  musicians,  and  even  current  students  take  the  microphone 
and  deliver  the  message. 

Since  it  is  a  requirement  for  students  to  attend  70  percent  of  all  chapel 
services,  the  result  has  led  to  massive  congestion  within  the  Conn  and 
Dixon  Centers.  As  large  as  these  venues  were  originally  perceived,  the 
concern  of  overcrowding  was  an  apparent  problem.  This,  along  with  the 
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idea  of  relevance,  instigated  and  encouraged 
the  first  Alternative  Square  Chapel  six  years 
ago.  "There  was  a  segment  of.  students  that 
weren't  being  reached  in  a  way  they  needed," 
Hayes  affirmed. 

Alternative  Square  Chapel  has  opened  up 
another  option  for  doing  worship  here  on  Lee's 
campus.  With  a  student  devotion,  student-led 
worship,  and  the  Student  Leadership  Council 
Student  Development  committee  preparing 
and  hosting  the  service,  A2C  is  an  outlet  for 
ministry,  campus  involvement,  and  spiritual 
growth.  "The  laid-back  atmosphere  allows 
students  to  get  away  from  the  stresses  of  school 
and  relax  with  Jesus/'  Williams  concluded.

The  verdict:  Not  Guilty.  Based  on  the  Emmy  Award 
winning  television  movie,  12  Angry  Jurors  kept  audiences 
on  the  edge  of  their  seats  as  a  murder  trial  unfolded.  This 


deliberation  over  a  19  year-old  man  on  trial  for  the  murder 
of  his  father.  This  "open  and  shut  case"  is  re-examined 
when  one  of  the  jurors  begins  to  open  the  eyes  of  the 
others  in  the  room.  As  the  testimonies  progressed,  each  of 
the  characters  grew  stronger  and  the  verdict  was  changed 
several  times.  Directed  by  Dr.  Sharon  Carbaugh,  this  piece 
really  showcased  each  actor  and  each  rose  to  the  occasion. 
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Director  Shane  Fuller  brought  a  new  theatrical  experience  to  the  stage  in  the  Fall 
of  2003.  The  cast  not  only  were  actors  in  this  production,  they  also  co-wrote  the 
script  along  with  Fuller,  a  true  work  of  art.  Vain  was  a  stylized,  contemporary 
and  sometimes  experimental  look  at  the  many  varied  ways  God  chose  to 
communicate  with  mankind  after  the  fall.  Audiences  were  amazed  as  this 
different  theatre  experience  moved  through  a  broad  spectrum  of  emotion  -  from 
laugh-out-loud  antics  to  gut-wrenching  sadness.  It  was  a  job  well  done  for  the 
students  and  faculty  who  developed  this  production. 


This  classic,  directed  by  Shane  Fuller,  delved  into  the  psyche  of  Hamlet, 
who  is  left  deeply  troubled  both  emotionally  and  psychologically  by  the 
recent  death  of  his  father  and  marriage  of  his  mother  with  his  uncle.  With 
its  themes  of  revenge,  madness  and  appearance  versus  reality,  Hamlet 
remains  as  moving  and  thought  provoking  as  ever.  This  production 
explored  this  classic  from  a  fresh  perspective  by  utilizing  three  Hamlets. 
Each  character  represented  different  attributes  of  Hamlet:  his  passive 
and  plotting  side,  his  emotional  and  vindictive  side,  and  his  unbalanced, 
trickster  side.  Though  separate  at  first,  as  the  play  progressed  they  began 
to  merge  and  plot  together.  However,  by  the  end,  they  all  vied  for  the 
position,  and  eventually  wrestled  to  the  death,  to  claim  who  is  the  true 
Hamlet.  This  new  view  of  Shakespeare's  classic  play  forced  the  audience 
to  open  their  minds  and  journey  with  the  cast  to  unravel  a  complexity  of 
infinite  depth.  The  amazing  cast  pulled  together  and  gave  unprecedented 
life  to  their  characters.  It  was  a  hard  but  rewarding  journey  for  everyone 
who  had  a  part  in  it:  cast,  crew  and  audience.

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Service  learning  is  a  brand  new 
program  that  has  been  added  to 
the  educational  requirements  at 
Lee,  beginning  with  the  current 
freshman  class.  Over  the  span  of 
four  years,  freshmen  are  required 
to  complete  80  hours  of  service 
around  the  Cleveland  community. 
This  year's  freshmen  kicked  off 
their  service  learning  with  Deke 
Day  in  August.  "Deke  Day  was 
a  unique  experience  for  me/' 
said  freshman  Matt  Compton. 
"We  went  to  a  nursing  home  -  it 
was  the  first  time  I'd  ever  had 
the  same  conversation  with  the 
same  person  five  times  in  a  five 
minute  span."  As  with  anything 
new,  this  program  has  had  its 
share  of  shaky  times,   but  is 
becoming  refined  with  students' 
opinions,  thoughts,  ideas  and  sug- 
gestions. William  Lamb  explains 
it  as  being  more  of  an  oxymoron, 
"An  institution  requires  what  they 
believe  in.  We  believe  in  service 
learning  here  at  Lee  and   so 
we're  going  to  require  it."  Over 
10,000  hours  of  service  were 
accomplished  by  freshmen  and 
transfer  students  this  year.  With 
the  entry  of  new  students  each 
semester,  the  number  of  service 
learning  participants  will  continue 
to  increase.  "Service  is  a  unique 
opportunity,"  Lamb  said.  "The 
exposure  is  designed  specifically 
to  give  a  bigger  perspective  of  the 
whole  picture  of  service." 
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For  seniors,  the  end  of  the  year  marks  the  culmi- 
nation of  four  years  worth  of  papers  and  projects, 
exams  and  presentations,  honor  societies  and  intern- 
ships, all  of  which  have  served  to  prepare  them  for 
the  next  course  of  their  life:  finding  a  job.  For  many, 
this  process  is  the  most  dreaded  obstacle  to  cross 
in  order  to  be  able  to  reach  that  next  stage.  They 
finally  have  to  depart  from  the  simple  world  that 
they  have  clung  to  so  easily  for  the  past  20  something 
years  and  learn  how  to  make  it  on  their  own.  From 
here  on,  most  graduates  will  be  exposed  to  environ- 
ments that  won't  ask  them  if  they  have  any  prayer 
requests,  supply  refreshments  at  meetings,  delay 
deadlines  for  their  personal  convenience,  remind 
them  daily  of  important  events  through  voice  mails 
and  announcements,  or  tell  them  only  what  they 
want  to  hear.  But,  this  is  single-handedly  the  most 
exciting  and  anticipated  season  of  life  for  anyone 
to  be  living  in.  For  some  it  means  stepping  timidly 
into  the  unknown  while  others  will  strut  into  this 
new  world  with  a  sense  of  liberating  freedom  and 
ecstasy  that  they  have  never  before  enjoyed.  But  for 
everyone  it  will  be  new,  unfamiliar  waters  that  have 
not  yet  been  tread.  Whether  interviewing  for  their 
career,  applying  to  graduate  schools  or  obeying  God's 
call  on  their  life,  the  seniors  will  be  graduating  into 
a  new  era  full  of  opportunities.

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University  Mace 


The  official  mace  of 
Lee  University  was 
unveiled  during  Spring 
Commencement  2003. 
The  mace  leads  the 
faculty  procession  at  any 
ceremonial  event.  Ringed  with  gold 
bands,  the  top  of  this  54-inch  wooden 
staff  is  a  14  karat  golden  orb,  upon 
which  the  university  seal  stands.  Cords 
hang  from  the  mace;  one  set  is  maroon 
and  white,  representing  the  official 
colors  of  Lee  University;  the  second  set 
is  black  and  gray,  representing  members 
of  one  of  Lee's  Greek  clubs:  Upsilon  Xi. 

Upsilon  Xi  presented  the  mace  to  the 
university  prior  to  May  commencement 
in  2003.  Originally  proposed  by  Bill 
George,  the  Secretary  of  Upsilon 
Xi's  Alumni  Association,  during 
Homecoming  2002,  Upsilon  Xi's  alumni 
made  the  mace  possible  through  the  "50 
Friends  of  Upsilon"  donation  campaign. 
Dr.  Mark  Wickam  carried  the  mace 
during  its  first  academic  procession. 

Maces  have  long  been  representatives  of 
the  authority  of  academic  institutions. 
Stemming  from  the  tradition  as  the 
symbol  of  power  for  ancient  Roman 
magistrates,  maces  were  adopted 
by  universities  in  Europe  during  the 
medieval  period.  Today,  they  symbolize 
that  the  academic  leaders  of  a  university 
are  in  their  full  authoritative  capacity.

Campus  Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  David  Horton, 
is  the  largest  choir  at  Lee.  The  2003-2004  season  was 
a  worship-filled  year  as  the  group  traveled  throughout 
the  eastern  United  States  ministering  at  churches  and 
conventions.  The  choir  had  the  privilege  of  performing 
with  renowned  Christian  artists  Alvin  Slaughter  and 
Judy  Jacobs,  and  appeared  in  worship  concerts  on  the 
Trinity  Broadcast  Network  and  the  Inspiration  Network. 
The  choir's  small  ensemble,  Power  Unlimited,  also  had 
the  opportunity  to  sing  to  the  military  troops  at  Fort 
Knox.

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When  growing  up,  Tyler  and  I  were  the  typical  set  of  brothers.  In  the  mornings  of  our 
grade  school  days  I  can  remember  sitting  down  for  breakfast  and  fighting  over  who  got  to 
look  at  the  cereal  box  while  we  ate.  I  can  also  remember  the  day  when  I  first  got  my  license 
to  drive.  Tyler  thought  it  was  the  coolest  thing.  I  did  too,  until  I  was  the  one  in  charge  of 
taking  him  to  everything  he  wanted  to  go  to.  It  was  quite  aggravating  at  times. 

Gladly  and  thankfully  those  times  changed,  and  Tyler  and  I  both  grew  up  after  I  spent 
my  first  year  here  at  Lee.  Being  apart  while  I  was  here  allowed  us  to  become  closer  than 
we  had  ever  been  before.  I  had  known  my  brother  before  as  the  little  pest  that  was  always 
around  and  never  left  me  alone.  But  those  things  changed.  He  became  the  person  that  I  did 
everything  with.  His  sense  of  humor  was  always  the  highlight  of  our  events  together.  No 
matter  what  the  situation  was,  he  and  I  always  found  a  way  to  make  light  of  it. 

I  often  found  myself  asking  Tyler  for  answers  to  questions.  It  really  didn't  matter  what 
the  problem  was,  I  always  wanted  to  hear  his  input  for  a  solution.  Many  times  I  disagreed, 
but  more  times  than  not  I  went  with  his  suggestions.  I  grew  up  all  of  my  life  knowing 
that  my  little  brother  was  smarter  than  me.  That  is  a  hard  thing  to  say,  but  it  showed  itself 
true  many  times.  His  knowledge  was  continually  used  for  good.  Somehow  he  managed  to 
teach  himself  how  to  play  the  drums.  We  would  have  little  jam  sessions  out  in  the  garage 
and  he  would  just  amaze  me  with  the  amount  of  talent  he  accumulated  over  the  years.  He 
played  for  fun  and  for  the  Lord.  His  talent  was  used  in  the  church  every  Sunday  for  both 
worship  services. 

Over  the  years  Tyler  had  become  many  things  to  me.  By  birth  he  was  my  brother;  by 
choice  he  was  my  friend.  This  was  a  bond  we  held  until 
his  death.  Being  a  friend  to  people  was  something  that 
he  was  continually  doing.  Everywhere  we  went  he  was 
befriending  people  with  true  friendship,  the  kind  that 
lasts  forever.  This  was  just  the  way  he  was. 

Tyler  had  a  passion  for  the  Lord  and  for  life.  This 
passion  carried  over  into  every  aspect  of  his  life.  If  he 
was  going  to  do  something  he  was  going  to  do  it  big. 
He  wanted  to  live  life  while  he  had  it.  He  was  a  diabetic 
for  seven  years  and  I  never  once  heard  him  complain 
about  his  disease. 

His  passion  for  life  has  helped  me  carry  on  through 
missing  him.  There  are  so  many  things  to  be  said  about 
my  little  bro  and  who  he  was,  but  if  I  could  sum  it  up 
in  just  a  few  words  I  would  say  he  was  "a  man  who 
passionately  did  all  he  could  do  on  this  earth."
